Coincidently,  I haupaaod  to  read  the  April  7th  iasue  of  Llfu  I'a^aaino 
whioh  preoedea  ray  ezperienoe  by  a oouplo  of  v;ooks,  explaining  ny  aotious, 
aa  you  will  noto* 


I live  approximately  ooven  mllos  west  of  Birminghan,  Michigan  which  is 
north  of  Detroit  about  fifteen  icileo.  On  Cimday  night,  April  27th,  niy 
wife,  two  ohildron  and  myoelf  wore  proooediug  home  from  ny  alstor’a 
traveling  nortli  on  SteTeneon  Uigh.»ay  at  lOtdo  P.  Ab  I turned  loft  on 
Fiftoen  Mile  Road  (Fifteen  Hilo  Road  runs  througli  Birmingham  caot  and  west 
and  this  point  is  about  seven  niles  east  of  fiirningham),  vy  wife  and  1 
both  spottod  a brilliant  white  objoat  coming  toward  us  out  of  the  sky 
fro.*ii  the  northeast.  It  dosoended  so  fast  that  by  the  tiina  rny  wife  co’jld 
roallse  and  state  that  it  was  a Flying  Saucer,  it  had  d'^eoeaded  to  ite  uin- 
liaum  hoight  of  approxiiae.tely  3,000  foot  or  the  a^orngo  heij^t  of  a trfu’s» 
port  plane  in  flight.  It  stojpod  abruptly  and  slightly  siuilor  to  a 

rcr.T  boat  in  choppy  water.  It  then  settled  at  an  appro?:iuat0  30®  angle  and 
the  brilliant  whiteness  diminished  to  ^7hat  appeared  to  be  window  lights* 

It  sat  in  this  exact  position  and  spot  for  approxin»ntoly  thr^e  or  four 
ptinuto.H  jcal:lng  it  very  easy  for  ua  to  judge  its  eiae,  oliape,  ebo.  "la  os- 
ti»7Ai.ed  it  to  be  about  tvo  nilos  nc^h  of  us  and  3,090  foot  high.  Tho 
angle  at  v/hioh  it  rested  r'^de  it  very  easy  foi-  us  to  estiinate  its  thick- 
ness and  diameter.

anuisad*  oauslng  others  to  follow*  Dy  thic  time  It  had  drifted  at  least 
fiya  nllos  northwest*  At  this  point  I called  the  &lrsiin;;haiu  police  and 
asked  them  to  alarii  all  the  air  flolds  in  its  diroction  uhloh  they  said 
th>y  would  do*  I returned  to  ny  oar  and  vro  ocutinued  to  follow  it 
driving  nsat  on  Fifteen  Hlle  Road*  During;  the  ue>d;  five  iniuutefi  the 
ll^^its  in  the  Sauoar  \;eat  off  and  on  three  thnos*  The  third  tl)3  the

During  my  telephone  conversation,  ny  wife  had  convinced  the  station 
attendant  and  railroad  express  truck  driver  to  observe  the  spectacle*  I 
soourod  tho  truck  driver's  nccue  and  then  proceeded  west  on  Fifteen  llllo 
Read  through  Blniinghau  and  out  about  soveu  iidlos  due  west  following  the 
Saucer  until  it  vanished  from  our  vision  over  the  tree  tops  toward  the 
general  diroction  of  Flint  at  lltl5  P*  U*^^ 

I oontaoted  tho  Detroit  Tjjtos  Tuesday  A*  M*  and  gave  them  Liy  complete 
story*  Their  reporter  phoned  Selfridge  Field  and  tiio  Radar  Division  and 
they  both  told  him  that  it  was  iiiipossiblo  for  anything  to  be  in  tli^  air 
at  that  time  because  nothing  was  picked  up  by  Radar,  so  naturally,  the 
Times  dropped  the  story* 

To  prove  siy  story,  I started  to  trace  down  ny  v/ltnesjos*  Aftor  oonsJderable 
difficulty*  I found  the  two  young  men  X askod  to  come  out  of  the  drive-in 
and  obtaiiiod  writtea  statements  from  eaoh.  Then  X contacted  the  truck  driver 
and  ho  was  very  willing  to  write  a statement  of  his  observation* (.thuir  names 
oud  addresses  avo  at  tho  end  of  this  letter*)  I again  went  to  tho  Tlr.es 
with  ny  proof  and  the  editor  turned  tho  story  over  to  aiiotbor  royorter  who 
again  phoned  Selfridgo  Fiold*  This  tine  thoy  contacted  the  intelligonoo 
division*  Thoy  statod  that  thoy  v/oro  receiving  at  least  two  lottera  a day 

from  people  who  had  also  sighted  the  Saucer  at  different  points*  This
